Phe Proposed City Charter. 


The draft of the new city charter for 
Los Angeles, which appears in the 
= | sbape of Assembly Bill No. 284, intro- 
. | duced by Mr. Knox on the 26th ylt., 
and referred to the Committee on Mu- 
nicipal Corporations, is before us. It 
ig an elaborate document, covering 47 
bill pages. It appears to have been 
drawn with -much care, and contains 
sound provisions. Discussion of the 
charter will evoke divided opinions, 
which will doubtless result in some 
modifications, — 

Some of the more notable features 
may be here pointed out: 

The proviso preventing the incorpo- 
ration from impairing water rights, 
however acquired, is a safe one. In 
the organization of the City Council 
there is to be a radical new departure. 


MIRROR COMPANY, | The body js to consist of seven mem- 


bers, one from each ward and two from 
the city at large, with compensation at 
the rate of $2500 per annum each. 

Every-other-day sessions are to be held, 

and the members are to devote their 
whole time, from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., on 
legislative days, to the public business. 

Such a body should be able to get 
through with a mass of business weekly 
and monthly. 

The provisions relating to the bonds 
of municipal officers, to vacancies in 
Office, limiting the city’s indebtedness, 
relating to the bonded indebtedness, and 
to the application of public moneys, all 
appear to be sound and carefully drawn. 

The provision relating to the district- 

ing of thecity into wards will probably 
be found somewhat impracticable as 
drawn, since it is impossible to make 
the several wards nearly of equal ex- 
tent in territory and population. 
The judicial power is vested in the 
city justices, who shall severally hold 
the police court, thus relieving the 
Mayor from that onerous duty. 

The members of the Board of Educa- 
tion correspond in number and manner 
of election with the members of the 

Council, viz, one from each ward 
and two at 1 term, four years. 
Their duties are elaborately specified. 

A public library, with nine directors, 
and a board of public health composed 
of six members, are provided for. Of 
the board the Mayor is to be ex-officio 
president, and he is authorized to ap- 
point four of the members, who shall 
be citizens and graduated ‘physicians. 
The board elects a health officer, who 
shall be the executive officer of the 
board. There are elaborate provisions 
prescribing the duties of the board, 
which is designed to be adequate in 
power and efficiency to the needs of 
this growing city.

There are general provisions relating 
to franchises, which are properly 
guarded, and to the operation of steam 
railroads within the limits of the city. 
Such roads, when they cross each other, 
shall provide a complete interlocking 
safety-switch and signal system, which 
shall be so constructed as to prevent 
collisions on cars, trains or locomotives 

while running on different roads at the 
crossings thereof. This is a wise and 
needed safeguard.

“Foremost among these is the carriage 
horse, which should be 16 to 164¢ hands high 
and weigh from 1200 to 1300 pounds.

Chicks Just Out of the Shell. 
{Correspondence Poultry Monthly-] 

By the time the February number of the 
Poultry Monthly shall fave reached its sub- 
scribers in Califernia, the plaintive chirp of 
thousands of fluffy, downy A ag will be 
heard all over the State. Mr. Canfield, in 
the December number, accounts for the 
scarcity of eggs on the ground that their 
cheapness last year has prevented many 
from engaging in the business. We 
think, however, that the many fail- 
ures with incubators have had some 
thing to do with the case. ‘The incubator 
craze was at its height, many people invest- 
ed in one without counting the cost or tak- 
ing the pains to learn how to man one, 
and of the many who hatched them success- 
fully—by far the easiest part of the task— 
few raised them. If you go about it in the 
right way, it is perfectly easy to bring up a 
brooder full of chicks, but there is only one 
right way, and that includes constant care. 
Once let them get overheated or 
remain out when a cold breeze is 
blowing and you have stunted chicks 
that not all your after care can convert 
into fine fowls. For the first 24 hours after 
they are out of the shell they must have 
warmth and absolute freedom from damp- 
ness. If they are incubator-hatched, it is a 

plan to transfer them to a warm nest, 
ined with old flannel, and leave them cov- 
ered with a piece of the same until they are 
all out of the shell. Even if they are 36 


hours without food it will do them no 
rm 


harm. 

If you remember that during the time of 

incubation the chick lived solely on the 
olk of the egg, rou will see how reasona- 
le it is that the first feed should be of that 
substance. Let the egg be hard-boiled and 
crumbed very finely, and then mixed with 
an equal amount of dry bread crumbs, and 
4 no drink until the third day, then leav- 
ng it within their reach only for a short 
time in the morning and n at night. 
For the next three or four days you may 
give bread crumbs slightly moistened wi 
milk and coarse oatmeal, and when they 
are a week old any and every variety of 
food may be given. A thick dge of 
oatmeal and rice well cooked and thickened 
with cornmeal, is a good change. At the 
first symptom of diarrhea give rice cooked 
and uncooked and rice-water to drink, but 
do not continue this diet until they suffer 
from the other extreme. Once a week give 
chopped lettuce, onion or cabbage. At 
least twice a week give alittle chopped 
meat. Where chickens have a large range 
this not necessary, as they can pick up in- 
sects for themselves. Give them also plenty 
of fine sand or gravel, and if you live near a 
seashore, where the sand contains small 
shells, so much the better. If you do not, 
get a of oyster shells and employ a few 
Spare moments now and then in pounding 
some of them fine.
